The Drainage Act, 1916 

(Assented to May 4th, 1916) 

B E IT ENACTED by the Lieutenant-Governor 
and Legislative Assembly of the Province of 
Edward Island as follows: — 

short tide 1. This Act may be cited as The Drainage Act, 

1916. 

Definitions 2. In this Act. 

(a) ‘‘Construction” shall mean the original, 
opening, making, excavating or competing of 
drainage work. 

(b) “Judge” shall mean the acting Judge of the 
County Court in which the land for a drainage work 
is situate. 

(c) “Maintenance” shall mean the preservation 
and keeping in repair of a drainage work. 

(d) “Owner” or “actual owner” shall include 
the executor or administrator of an owner’s estate, the 
guardian of an infant owner, any person entitled to 
sell and convey the land, an agent of an owner under a 
general power of attorney or under a power of attorney 
empowering him to deal with lands. 

(e) “Relief” shall mean relieving from liability 
for causing water to flow upon and injure lands. 
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(f) “Sufficient outlet” shall mean the safe 
discharge of water at a point where it will do no injury 
to lands. 

(g) “Clerk” shall mean a clerk of the Count) 

Court of the County in which the land for a drainage 
work is situate. 

(h) “Report” or “engineer's report” shall mean 
and include assessments, plans and specifications 
accompanying the engineer's report. 

(i) “Parties interested” shall mean the persons 
petitioning for the construction of a drainage work, 
and such other owners within the area described 
in the petition, and such other persons, if 
any, as are .mentioned in the engineer's report as 
owners of land liable to be affected by the proposed 
drainage. 

(j) “Drainage area” shall mean the lands 

described in the petition referred to in Section 3. 

(k) “Commissioner” shall mean the Com- 
missioner of Agriculture. 

( l ) “Engineer” shall mean the Provincial 
Engineer or other person appointed by the Lieutenant 
Governor in Council as engineer in respect of am 
drainage work under the provisions of this Act. 

3. ( 1 ) Upon the petition of the majority in num- p ro c C duie to 

ber of the resident and non-resident owners of the *5 hene<h 
lands to be benefited in any area as described in such 
petition to the Government for the drainage of the 
said area by means of drainage work, that is to say: 

The construction of a drain or drains, the deepening, 
straightening, widening, clearing of obstructions or 
otherwise improving of any stream, creek or water 
course, the lowering of any pond or body of water or 
by any or all of said means as may be set forth in the

petition, the Government may appoint an engineer to 
make an examination of the area to be drained, the 
stream, creek or watercourse to be deepened, straight- 
ened, widened, cleared of obstructions or otherwise 
improved or the pond, marsh or body of water, the 
waters of which are to be lowered according to the 
prayer of the petition, and to prepare a report, plans, 
specifications and estimates of the drainage work and 
to make an assessment of the lands within said area 
to be benefited and of any other lands liable to be 
assessed as hereinafter provided, stating as nearly as 
may be in his opinion the proportion of the cost of 
the work to be paid by every farm or plot for benefit 
and for outlet liability and relief from injuring liability 
as hereinafter defined. 

(2) If from the lands of any person, company or 
corporation water is by any means caused to flow 
upon and injure the lands of any other person, com- 
pany or corporation, the lands from which the water 
is so caused to flow may under all the formalities and 
powers contained herein, except the petition, be 
assessed and charged for the construction and main- 
tenance of the drainage work required for relieving 
the injured lands from such water and to the extent 
of the cost of the work necessary for relief as may be 
determined by the engineer, and such assessment may 
be termed “injuring liability.” 

(a) The owners of the lands thus made liable 
for assessment shall neither count for nor against the 
petition required by sub-section (1) of this section 
unless within the area therein described. 

(3) The lands of any person, company or 
corporation using any drainage work as an outlet or 
for which when the work is constructed an improved 
outlet is thereby provided, either directly or through 
the medium of any other drainage work or of a 
ravine, creek or watercourse may under all 
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the formalities and powers contained therein, except 
the petition, be assessed and charged for the construc- 
tion and maintenance of the drainage work so used 
as an outlet or an improved outlet and to the extent 
of the cost of the work for any such outlet as may be 
determined by the engineer, and such assessment may 
be termed “outlet liability. ,, 

(a) The owners of the lands thus made liable Petitions must 
to assessment shall neither count for nor against the Wlt ,narea 
petition required by sub-section (1) of this section 
unless within the area therein described.

farm or plot containing the part affected if 
the owner of such part is also the owner of such 
farm or plot. 

Assessment, (2) Where part of a whole farm or plot 
apportioning of assesse( j the engineer has been sold since the final 
revision of the assessment as is hereinafter provided,

ment apportion the cost of bridges and culverts 
between the drainage work and the Government as 
to him may seem just. 

(2) The engineer shall in his report and estimates Bridge* leading 
provide for the construction or enlargement of bridges to hl£h way# 
required to afford access from the lands of owners to 

the travelled portion of any public highway and 
he shall include the cost of the construction or 
enlargement of such bridges in his assessment for the 
construction of the drainage work and they shall for 
the purposes of construction and maintenance be 
deemed part of the drainage work, and the mainten- 
ance thereof may include any enlargement from time 
to time rendered necessary by the drainage work. 

(3) The engineer shall in the same manner provide Bridge* on land* 
for the construction or enlargement of bridges ofowners 
rendered necessary by the drainage work upon the 

lands of any owner and shall fix the value of the 
construction or enlargement thereof to be paid to 
the respective owners entitled thereto, but the land 
assessed for the drainage work shall not be liable for 
keeping such bridges in repair but such maintenance 
may be considererd by the engineer in fixing the 
injuring liability.

(5) The engineer shall further in his report 
determine in what manner the material taken from any 
drainage work either in the construction or repair 
thereof shall be disposed of and the amount to be paid 
to the respective persons entitled for damages to lands 
and crops, if any, occasioned thereby, and shall include 
such sums in his estimates of the cost of the drainage 
work or the repairs. 

(6) When, in the opinion of the engineer, the 
cost of continuing the drainage work to a point where 
the discharge of water will do no injury to lands and 
roads, or the cost of constructing the drainage work 
with sufficient capacity to carry off the water, will 
exceed the amount of injury likely to be caused to low 
lying lands along the course of, or below the termin- 
ation of the work, instead of continuing the work to 
such a point, or constructing it of such capacity, he 
may include in his estimate of the cost of the drainage 
work a sufficient sum to compensate the owners of 
such low lying lands for any injuries they may sustain 
from the drainage work, and he shall in his report 
determine the amount to be paid to the respective 
owners of low lying lands in respect of such injuries. 

9 . When the engineer reports in favour of cover- 
ing the whole or any part of a drainage work 
constructed under this Act, he shall determine and 
state in his report the size and capacity thereof and 
also the material to be used in its construction, and 
all the provisions of this Act shall apply thereto in 
the same manner and to the same extent as to an 
uncovered or open drainage work, but in no case shall 
the improvement of a creek, stream or natural water- 
course be made into a covered drainage work unless 
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it provides capacity for all the surface water from 
lands and roads draining naturally towards and into 
it, as well as for all the waters from all the lands 
assessed for the drainage work. 

10. The engineer shall in his report assess for Distributing 
benefit, for outlet liability and for injuring liability, mase ** ment 
and shall in his report insert the sum charged for each 
opposite the lands liable therefor respectively in 
separate columns. 

11. As soon as the engineer has completed his Engineer*®

than is actually necessary for that purpose without 
being liable for trespass. 

(3) Any person who interferes with or obstructs 
the engineer or his assistants or any owner, contractor 
or workman in the exercise of the powers conferred 
by this Act shall incur a penalty not exceeding Twenty 
Dollars for each offence.

B E IT ENACTED by the Lieutenant-Governor 
and Legislative Assembly of the Province of 
Prince Edward Island as follows:

tees for the yearly support and maintenance of said 
schools and shall be in addition to the amount now 
allowed by law for that purpose. 
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CHAPTER 14. 

An Act to amend The Summerside Incorporation 
Act, 1903. 

(Assented to May 4th, 1916.) 

H IS MAJESTY, by and with the advice of the 
Legislative Assembly, of the Province of Prince 
Edward Island, enacts as follows: 

SCHOOL DEBENTURES. 

1. The Town Council of the Town of Summer- 
side shall have the power to borrow a sum not exceed- 
ing eight thousand dollars for the purpose of paying 
cf* the present indebtedness of the new 
school building or the school building re- 
cently renovated. And the said Town Council 
is hereby authorized and empowered to issue deben- 
tures to secure the payment of the said sum under 
the hands of the Mayor and Town Clerk and sealed 
with the common seal of the said Town. Said de- 
bentures shall be in such form and for such sums 
as the Town Council may determine upon, and shall 
be payable at any time not exceeding thirty years 
from the date of the issue thereof, with interest 
thereon not exceedinig five per cent, per annum, pay- 
able half yearly, and the said debentures shall be 
charged upon all Town property, all taxes and moneys 
raised by the said Town of Summerside upon the 
authority of any Act or Acts passed in that behalf. 

2 . So far as any security of any holder or of any 
debenture is concerned, no person shall be bound to 
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inquire whether the debentures have been actually 
issued for the purpose mentioned in this Act, but 
every debenture apparently properly signed, sealed, 
and executed shall be held to be duly issued under 
this Act. 

3 . For the purpose of better securing the pay* Sinking Fund 
ment of the debentures to be issued as aforesaid, it 

shall be the duty of the Town of Summerside in each 
and every year beginning with the year 1918 after the 
issue of said debentures and until the same shall be 
paid to set apart a sum of at least thirty dollars for 
each and every one thousand dollars of debentures, 
which sum so set apart from year to year shall be in- 
vested in the Dominion Savings Bank, *a Canadian 
chartered Bank, or in the Government securities or in 
the purchase of debentures of the Town of Summer- 
side, and shall, together with accrued interest, be and 
remain a sinking fund to be used for the redemption 
of said debentures, and for no other purposes. 

4 . At the expiration of the said term of thirty Supius of 
years, should the moneys invested in the sinking fund hiw k d n ifpc^^d d of 
exceed the amount of the sum of debentures, such ex-

1- No company, association, firm or individual Dairy 
shall erect any creamery or cheese factory for the Ipprova? r * 
purpose of manufacturing butter or cheese until the 
site, plant and specification of such building or build- 
ings have been approved by the Dairy Instructor ap- 
pointed under the provisions of this Act. 

2. The buildings and premises of every creamery Sanitary 
and cheese factory shall be kept in a sanitary condi- condltlon 
tion and satisfactory to such Dairy Instructor. 

3. All materials entering into the manufacture of M^tcriai^^ean 
butter and cheese shall be clean and wholesome and ™

capacity of 17.6 cubic centimeters, officially stamped* 

Babcock test 6. The butter fat content of cream supplied to 
a creamery shall be determined by the Babcock test ; the 
standard sample of cream taken for testing shall 
weigh nine to eighteen grammes. 

Composite teat 7 . (i) When a composite test is made to deter- 

mine, by the Babcock test, the percentage of butter fat 
contained in milk or cream supplied to a creamery or 
cheese factory by any patron, a sample shall be taken 
from each weighing and the proportion which such 
sample bears to the weight of the milk or cream from 
which it is taken shall be maintained as far as possible 
in the taking of all other samples entering into such 
composite test.

(Assented to May 4th, 1916.) 


B E IT ENACTED by the Lieutenant-Governor 
and Legislative Assembly of the Province of 
Edward Island as follows : — 


incorporation 1 . That Edilbert Poirier, Jean F. Arsenault, Pros- 
pere L. Gallant, Daniel Arsenault, Joseph H. Arsen- 
ault, Edward Poirier, Aime D. Arsenault, Charles M. 
Arsenault and every such person or persons as shall 
from time to time become proprietors of shares in the 
corporation hereby established, their successors and 
assigns shall be and they are hereby constituted and 
declared to be a body corporate and politic by the name 
of “The Farmers’ Union Co-operative Society, Limit- 
ed.” with a common seal and with all the powers made 
incident to a corporation by law and hereinafter refer- 
red to as “the company.” 

Company* The company shall have power and authority: 

(a) To carry on a general wholesale and retail mer- 
chantile business in any and every kind of goods, 
wares and merchandise, products of the farm, of the 
forest and of the sea, and also in all kinds of property 
and merchandise of every kind and description which 
are usually bought, sold or kept for sale in a general 
store, and all things incidental thereto or connected 
therewith. 
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(b) To purchase, acquire, own, hold, use, lease, 
mortgage, sell or otherwise dispose of lands and real 
estate and any and every estate or interest therein in 
this Province. 

(c) To purchase, acquire, own, hold, lease, con- 
struct, use, operate, sell, mortgage or otherwise dis- 
pose of steamships, tugs, launches, sailing vessels, 
boats and other marine conveyances and any share or 
shares or interest therein. 

(d) To take mortgages, judgments, bills of sale or 
any other security on real or personal property or on 
any estate or interest therein to secure any sum or 
amount due or owing or accruing or to become due to 
the company, and to exercise all the powers incidental 
to or necessary to the enforcement of sqch securities 
or that might be exercised by any holder of such se- 
curities. 

(e) To invest moneys of the company on mortgag- 
es, judgments or other securities on real or personal 
property in the Province of Prince Edward Island. 

(f) To make, draw, endorse, accept, negotiate or 
otherwise deal with promissory notes, bills of ex- 
change or other negotiable instruments in the course 
of the business of the company. 

(g) To subscribe for, take, hold and dispose of 
shares in any corporation organized or to be organiz- 
ed- 

(h) And in connection with the foregoing to 
have and exercise all the rights, powers and authori- 
ties, franchises and privileges that a private individual 
might or could possess and enjoy.

HEREAS by the last will and testament bearing Preamble 
date of the 17th day of October* A.D. 1887, and 
now duly proved and registered in the office for the re- 
gistration of will# for the said Province of Prince Ed- 
ward Island, William Nichols, late of Lot Ten in 
Prince County in the said Island, gave and bequeathed 
to his wife, Elizabeth Nichols, INTER ALIA, all his 
land as long as she should remain his widow, and out 
of the said land and other property therein bequeath- 
ed the said Elizabeth Nichols was to pay to the said 
testator's daughter, Agnes Nichols, the sum of three 
hundred and twenty dollars to be paid by instalments 
as the executors could afford out of the products of 
the farm, and to Thomas Baglole, his nephew, he 
gave and bequeathed the sum of five dollars per year 
during his life, 

AND WHEREAS it was further provided by the 
said will that after the decease of his wife, Elizabeth 
Nichols, or when she should cease to be his widow 
the property above mentioned should become the pro- 
perty of the Canada Methodist church, and the farm 
to be worked yearly and the proceeds to be used for 
the benefit of the preachers, and for building and re- 
pairing churches and houses for the preachers in the 
Methodist Connection, and to be the property of the 
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Methodist Connection as long as the name Methodist 
continues, 

AND WHEREAS, the said Elizabeth Nichols and 
Agnes Nichols have since died, 

AND WHEREAS, the working of the farm in the 
manner set out in said will is impracticable, and not 
advantageous, 

AND WHEREAS the intentions of the late William 
Nichols can be better fulfilled in selling the property 
and investing the proceeds and using the interest 
therefrom in the manner set out in the said will. 

BE IT THEREFORE ENACTED by the Lieuten- 
ant-Governor and Legislative Assembly of the Prov- 
ince of Prince Edward Island as follows:

Company is without a Board of Directors, it shall be appointment of 
the duty of the Judge of the County Court of Queens 
County for the time being and he is hereby authorized 
to appoint not less than three, and not more than five

Neglect, how by petition, alleging complaint for neglect of duty 
against all or any of the Directors of the said Com * 
pany, which petition shall be verified by the affidavit 
of the applicant, and a copy thereof with an appoint- 
ment for an investigation of the charge therein con - 
tained shall be served on such Director or Directors, 
and the said Judge may fully investigate such charges 
and receive evidence thereon under oath and shall 
have power to compel the production before him of

McArthur and James Morrison and every 
such person or persons as shall from time to time be- 
come shareholders in the corporation hereby establish- 
ed, their successors and assigns, shall be and are here- 
by constituted a body corporate and politic by the 
name of The Prince Edward Island Brick and Tile 
Company, Limited,” and that name shall have all the 
general powers and privileges made incident to a cor- 
poration by law. 

2. The said company shall have power and author- Power* of

(a) To conduct and carry on a general wholesale 
and retail merchantile business in any and every kind 
of goods, wares and merchandise, coal, lime, lime- 
stone, cement, brick, clay, sand and other mineral pro- 
ducts; lumber, fire wood and other products of the 
forest. Manufacturers and importers, and wholesale 
and retail dealers of and in china, glassware, crock- 
ery, pottery and other household fittings, utensils, or 
naments and bric-a-brac. 
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(b) To manufacture, sell and deal in cement and 
all kinds of natural and other cement, lime, limestone, 
calcine and other plasters and artificial stone and to 
erect or acquire by purchase, lease or otherwise manu- 
facturies, kilns and buildings; to establish, maintain 
and operate manufacturies, mills, kilns, warehouses, 
agencies and depots for manufacturing and storing 
cement and cement products, brick, tile, pottery, peat 
and peat products and all articles connected therewith 
and to sell the products of the same by wholesale and 
retail. 

(c) To contract for the erection of all kinds of 
private and public buildings, wharves, bridges, rail- 
ways, roads or other public or private works and to 
all things connected therewith or incidental thereto. 

(d) To purchase or hold, lease, acquire, con - 
struct, operate, mortgage, sell or otherwise dispose of 
steamships, tugs, sailing vessels, fishing boats or other 
marine conveyances. 

(e) To purchase or hold, lease, acquire, mortgage 
and sell, or otherwise dispose of lands and real estate 
or any and every interest therein in the Province of 
Prince Edward Island. 

(f) To take mortgages, judgments or any other 
security on real or personal estate or any estate or in- 
terest therein, to secure any sum or sums of money 
due or owing to the company and to exercise all pow- 
ers incidental to or that may be exercised by the holder 
of any such securities or necessary to realize on the 
same.

(c) Where such foxes or any of them are owned 
by ' any Incorporated Company the name of such 
Company, the name and address of its President, 
Secretary and Manager, the number of foxes or pairs 
of foxes owned by such Company, and the amount of 
its paid up capital. 

(d) The number of the offspring, bom in the year 
in which such affidavit is made to each pair of foxes 
in such ranch, and the sex of each. 

(e) The number of foxes which may hare been 
sold or agreed to be sold or exchanged or bartered or 
upon which options for the purchase thereof have 
been given, stating the price of each animal or each 
pair as the case may be, and describing the animals so 
sold or agreed to be sold or exchanged or bartered or 
upon which options for sale have been given by 
reference to the parents of such animals and owners 
of same and to whom sold and address. 

(f) The number of foxes remaining unsold. 

(g) The number of foxes killed or that have died 
and the number of pelts sold and the price or 
consideration received for each. The return herein 
referred to shall cover and include the period from 
the first day of January to the first day of November 
in the present year, and thereafter each return shall 
cover and include the period from the last return up to 
the first day of November in the then current year. 
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(h) The number of foxes purchased, and placed 
in the ranch and from whom purchased and in case 
of Companies the name and post office address of the 
President, Secretary and Manager. 

(i) In the case of foreign Companies the name 
and post office address of their representative or agent 
in this Province. 

8. The notices referred to in this Act may be Notices, how 
either personally delivered to any rancher or owner scrved 

or part owner, as the case may be, or left at his last 
or usual place of abode with some person apparently 
above the age of sixteen years, or may be posted in 
His Majesty's Post Office in a registered letter, postage 
prepaid, addressed to such rancher, owner or part 
owner at his last or usual place of abode.

possession, or does not render such assistance as may

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CHAPTER 4 

An Act for Promoting the Settlement ol 
unused Lands and the Development of 
other Resources of this Province. 

(Assented to April 26th, 1917) 

W HEREAS there are in this Province considerable 
tracts of vacant or uncultivated lands and 
interspersed in some cases with lands wholly or 
partially cultivated. 

AND WHEREAS some of such lands are capable ramble, 
of cultivation and agricultural improvement, while 
other areas contain natural deposits capable of de- 
velopment. 

AND WHEREAS it is incumbent upon this Pro- 
vince to make all reasonable provision for soldiers re- 
turning from the war and to that end it is desirable 
that areas of such land be organized and prepared for 
settlement and development. 

AND WHEREAS in order to constitute such area 
it may be necessary to expropriate certain lands. 

BE IT THEREFORE ENACTED by the 
Lieutenant Governor and Legislative Assembly of the 
Province of Prince Edward Island as follows: 

1. The terms and expressions hereinafter interpret**#* 
mentioned which in their ordinary signification have a cause 
more confined or different meaning, shall, in this Act,

(a) “Owner” shall be construed to include and 
extend to any person for the time being, receiving or

3. The Commissioner may notify in writing any 
owner within such area that the Government of this 
Province intends to purchase his land under the pro- 
visions of this Act, stating therein the price proposed 
to be paid therefor. Such notice may be in Form i 
hereto or to like effect. 

4. Such notice shall be served upon the owner 
either by delivering the same to him personally or in 
case of his absence from the Province to his agent or 
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attorney or by posting the same to such owner through 
the general post office in Charlottetown registered and 
postage prepaid, addressed to him at his last known 
place of abode. 

(a) In case the name or address of the owner 
is unknown to the Commissioner such notice in writ 
ing may be delivered to the occupant (if any) of the 
land or it may be posted in a conspicuous place on the 
premises. 

5. After the service or posting of such notice as Rxproprlxted 
aforesaid, the engineer shall file a plan and description Jested* 10 " 
of the land intended to be expropriated in the Re- 
gistry of Deeds for the County in which such land

W HEREAS at a general conference of 
representative citizens of this Province held in 
the City of Charlottetown oh the 7th day of March, 
A.D., 1916, the persons hereinafter named were 
appointed a committee to consider and report upon 
“How % the welfare of the Province can best be 
advanced, more particularly in connection with the 
new conditions which will arise as a result of the 
present war;” 

AND WHEREAS the said committee in punisance 
of the powers and directions of said conference was 
duly organized under the name of The Prince Edward 
Island Development Commission and proceeded with 
diligence to the performance of its duties, a report of 
which proceedings has been presented to this House ; 

AND WHEREAS in order to enable the said 
Commission to prosecute its work to full advantage, 
it is expedient that the same be constituted a body 
corporate. 

RE IT THEREFORE ENACTED by t hr 
Lieutenant Governor and Legislative Assembly of d*e 
Province of Prince Edward Island as follows: 

1 , That Frank R. Heartz, P. C. Gauthier, A J.

(d) Fixing the number and names of the officers 
or other executive of said Commission.

An Act to further amend “The City of 
Charlottetown Incorporation Act/' 

(Assented to April 26th, 1917) 

B E IT ENACTED by the Lieutenant Governor 
and Legislative Assembly of the Province of 
Prince Edward Island as follows: — 

1. That the City of Charlottetown is hereby Expenditure 
authorized to expend a further sum of twenty 
thousand dollars in laying down permanent streets 
and sidewalks in addition to the amounts already 
heretofore authorized and to issue Debentures for 
the said twenty thousand dollars payable at a date 
not later than twenty years from the date of issue and 
bearing interest at a rate not exceeding five per cent, 
per annum payable half-yearly, provided that an ade- 
quate sum be annually provided and set apart as a 
sinking fund to redeem said Debentures at maturity.

1 . That the City of Charlottetown is hereby 
authorized to issue additional Water Debentures to 
the amount of ten thousand five hundred dollars for 
the purpose of providing additional machinery and 
wells for the Water Works and extending water 
mains.

sidewalk, including all labor and materials, and the 
Town Assessors shall apportion the said assessable

52 in King’s County in Prince Edward Island, which

same, thence eastwardly until it strikes the south side 
of the stream or brook leading to the Burnt Bridge, 
thence eastwardly south eastwardly and southerly 
along the southerly and westerly side of said stream, 
to the northern shore of the Montague River, thence 
in a direct line across the Montague River to the 
south shore of same and to the north eastern angle of 
land now in possession of Mrs. Elizabeth Robertson, 
thence southwardly along the said Mrs. Robertson’s 
east line, to the northern boundary of the Presbyterian 
church property , thence following the northern and 
eastern boundary of sai<^ property to the road leading 
from Montague to Lower Montague, thence in a 
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straight line across said road to the southern boundary 
of same at the north east angle of land in possession 
of John D. McIntyre, thence southwardly along John 
D. McIntyre's eastern line to the northern boundary 
of the Back Road, thence westwardly along the north- 
ern boundary of the said Back Road, and continuation 
of same to the western boundary line of land in pos- 
session of Mrs. Archibald Buchannan, thence north- 
wardly along the western boundary of land in posses- 
sion* of Mrs. Archibald Buchannan and the western 
boundary of land in possession of Luther H. Coffin 
to the south shore of the Montague River, and thence 
across said river in a straight line to the place of 
commencement, including all wharves, piers, quays, 
landings and breast works, and their successors, in 
habitants of the same are hereby constituted a body 
corporate and politic by the name of 44 The To wn of 
Montague," and as such shall have perpetuar^ucces- 
sion and a common seal with the power to break and 
renew and alter the same at pleasure, and shall be 
capable of suing and being sued in all courts of law 
and equity, and of accepting, taking, purchasing, and 
holding real and personal estate, and of granting, 
selling, assigning, demising, and conveying the same 
or any part thereof, and of entering into and becoming 
a party to contracts, and of making, endorsing anti 
accepting any bills or notes, and making, taking, or 
assigning any bonds, judgments or other instruments 
or security for the payment of any money borrowed 
or lent, or securing the performance of every other 
duty, matter or thing whatever, and to do and execute 
all acts and to possess and enjoy all immunities 
incident to such corporation or which may be for 
the benefit and advantage thereof, subject to the 
regulations hereinafter provided. 

2 . For the purposes of this Act, the said Town of 
Montague shall be and is 'hereby divided into six 
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wards, to be called, respectively, First, Second, Third, 

Fourth, Fifth and Sixth Wards, and which said Wards 
shall be divided, bounded and limited as follows : that 
is to say : 

Ward No. 1, all that part of Montague as defined 
in this Act, lying south of the Montague River, west 
of Elizabeth Robertson's east line, north of the Lower 
Montague Road and east of the extension of the Wood 
Island Road, from Captain J. T. Dewar's Corner to 
the Montague River. 

Ward No. 2. All that part of the Town of 
Montague as defined in this Act, lying west of J. D. 

McIntyre's west line, south of the Lower Montague 
Road, east of the Wood Island Road, and north of 
the Back Road. 

Ward No. 3. All that part of the said Town, of 
Montague, as defined in this Act, lying west of the 
Wood Island Road and the continuation thereof to 
the river and south of the Montague River. 

Ward No. 4. All that part of the said Town of 
Montague, as defined in this Act, lying north of the 
Montague River east of Martin McAvoy's west line, 
and south of a straight line commencing in the centre 
of a street leading from Main Street west, past the 
Methodist church, to the residence of Mrs. Alexander 
Kennedy, said straight line to be continued, west- 
wardly to the western bounds of the said Town and 
eastwardly to the shore of the Montague River. 

Ward No. 5. All that part of the said Town of

“Councillors” shall constitute the “Town Council ” 

Qualifications 4. No person shall be qualified to be elected

councillors. Mayor of the said Town who is not a British subject 
of the full age of twenty-five years, and who has not 
resided within the limits of the said Town as defined 
by this Act for a period of twelve months previous to 
his nomination and who shall not be seized of freehold 
property situate within the limits of the said Town of 
the value of five hundred dollars over and above all leg- 
ally recorded encumbrances; nor shall any person be 
qualified to be elected a Councillor of the said Town 
who shall not be a British subject of the full age of 
twenty-five years and who has not resided within the 
limits of the said Town, as defined by this Act, for a 
period of twelve months previous to his nomination, 
as defined by this Act, and who shall not be seized of 
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freehold property situate within the ward for which 
the said person intends to nominate as a Councillor of 
the value of fi,ve hundred dollars over and above all 
legally recorded encumbrances. 

(a) Each candidate for Mayor or Councillor shall 
also, before the nomination closes, take and subscribe 
the following oath, which oath, the Town Magistrate 
or Town Clerk is hereby authorized to administer. 

I do swear that I am oath of 

a British subject of the full age of twenty-five years ; ^T^ror^ ,or 
that I am at present a resident and have been a Councinor 
resident of this Town for a period of twelve months 
preceding this date; that I am seized or possessed of 
real property to the value of five hundred dollars, that 
1 have been assessed in the assessment next preceding 
this election to that amount ©r upwards on Real 
Estate, and that I have paid all taxes, rates, licenses, 
fees and other amounts due the Town to 31st Decem- 
ber last. Further that I am not authorized to sell 
spirituous or intoxicating liquors nor have I been 
convicted within twelve months prior to this date of 
a violation of any Act in force in this Town relating 
to the sale or prohibiting the sale of intoxicating 
liquors. 

5. No person shall be qualified to be elected as persons^ 
Mayor or Councillor who shall not have paid before d,sql,a 
the time appointed for nomination all rates, taxes, 
license fees, or other amounts due from him to the 
said Town. 


6. No person shall be qualified to be elected as £r^“ s . fied 
Mayor or Councillor of said Town or be qualified to ,sq,,a 
act as Mayor or Councillor during such time as such 
person shall hold any office or place of profit in the 
gift or disposal of the said Council nor during such

First diction 10 . The first election for Mayor and Councillors 
shall be held on the first Tuesday of 
July, A. D., 1917, and they shall* hold office

1919, or until their successors have been appointed 
and thereafter all elections for Mayor and Councillors 
shall be held annually on the last Tuesday in January 
in each and every year, unless the same shall fall upon 
a statutory holiday, when the election shall be held 
on the following day. 

11. Public notice of the time for and place of the Notice of 
nomination and the election of Mayor and Councillors Nomination 
under this Act shall be given by the Town Clerk by 
printed notice, to be posted in at least six public places 

within the limits of said Town of which the Railway 
Station and the Hall of the Post Office shall be two. 

12. Such notice shall be published as aforesaid Time and form 
for at least ten davs before said nomination and may 

be in Form “A.” 

13. Such person as the Council shall appoint shall Rgurning^ 
be Returning Officer at any such election and shall be fee* c m 
entitled to receive such fees therefor as the Council 

may prescribe. 

14. Seven days before the holding of all elections Nomination 
under this Act the candidates for the office of Mayor 

shall between the hours of nine o’clock in the forenoon 
and. four o’clock in the afternoon of the same day be 
nominated by at least five electors of said Town, 
qualified to vote at such election, by producing to the 
Town Clerk a writing in Form “B” under their hards 
giving the name, residence, and addition or description 
of the candidate sufficient to identify him. And at 
the same time and place the candidates for councillors 
for the several wards shall be nominated by at hast 
three electors, qualified to vote in their respective 
wards for which the said candidates desire to nominate! 
by producing to the Town Clerk a writing in Form 
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“B 2” under their hands giving the name, residence, 
and addition or description of the candidate for 
Councillor sufficient to identify him. 

15 . No nomination p*aper shall received or 
acted upon unless it is accompanied by the consent in 
writing of the person therein nominated nor unless 
the signature to such nomination as well as such 
consent shall be signed in the presence of a witness 
who has subscribed his name thereto as witness. 

16 . No person shall nominate for more than one 
ward at any election. 

17 . The nomination papers shall be entered by 
the Town Clerk in a book to be kept by him for that 
purpose. 


18 . Any vote given at the election for any person 
other than those nominated shall be void. 

19 . Should there be only one person nominated 
for Mayor or only one person nominated for Councillor 
for any one ward, then no poll shall be opened or held 
for the election of such person, but the person so duly * 
nominated for Mayor or Councillor, as the case may 
be, shall be deemed duly elected for the office of Mayor 
or Councillor, as the case may be, and the Town Clerk 
shall at the close of the nomination declare such person 
so dulty nominated for Mayor or Councillor, as the 
case may be, to be elected as Mayor or Councillor, as 
the case mav be, and shall make a return to that effect 
to the Council at their next meeting. 

20 . Such return may be in Form “C” and shall 
be conclusive evidence of the due nomination and 
election of the persons therein named and of the 
regularity of every prerequisite to the holding of 
such nomination. 
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21. If more than one candidate is nominated for warrant for 
the office of Mayor or more than one candidate j s ho,rtmK PoU 
nominated as Councillor for any ward the Town Clerk 

shall at least two days before the holding of the 
election issue a warrant in Form “D” under his hand 
and the corporate seal of the said Town directed to the 
Returning Officer, directing him to hold a Poll and 
the Returning Officer on the day named in such 
warrant shall open a Poll at the time and place as 
therein directed. 

22. At all elections to be held under this Act the Poll. 

Poll shall be opened at nine o’clock in the forenoon 
and be kept open until five o’clock in the afternoon of 
the same day, and the voting shall be by ballot in the 
Form “E,” showing the names of the candidates for 
each office then about to be filled. 

23. The Returning Office before entering upon ReturninK 
his office as such shall take and subscribe the oath of officer s ° nth 
office before a Justice of the Peace for King’s County 

in Form “F” and shall appoint in writing under his 
hand in Form “G” a Poll Clerk and in the same man- 
ner appoint another should the one so appointed die or 
refuse or be unable to perform the duties as such. 

24. The Town Clerk may be appointed a Poll p*u clerk 
Clerk. 

25. The Poll Clerk before acting as such shall oath of poll 
take the oath Form “H” before the Returning Officer Clcrk 

or a Justice of the Peace for King’s County. 

26. The Town Clerk shall before the Poll is open Vo tw um. 
furnish the Returning O. .cer with a list hereinafter 

called the Voters’ List made up as hereinafter 
mentioned, (b) A sufficient number of ballot papers BftUot , 
to supply the voter’s name in said list and pencils to 
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mark said ballots, no envelopes to be used with said 
ballots, (c) A sufficient number of ballot boxes for 
the election of Mayor and for the election of Council- 
lors for such wards as there shall be an election to 
receive the ballot papers, (d) At least three copies of 
printed directions for the guidance of voters voting 
which the Returning Officer shall before or at the open- 
ing of the Poll on the day of Polling cause to be posted 
up in some conspicuous places outside the Polling 
Station and also in the compartments of the Polling 
Station, and there shall be one Polling Station for each 
and every election, to be located by the Town Clerk 
and one ballot box for the election of a Mayor and one 
ballot box for each ward for which an election is held. 

27. The Returning Officer, the Poll Clerk, the 
candidates and their agents not exceeding two for each 
candidate and no others shall be permitted during the 
election to remain in the room where the votes are 
given. 


28. Every person representing himself to be the 
agent of any candidate shall before acting as such 
produce his appointment in writing under the hand 
of such candidate and shall deliver up the same to the 
Returning Officer and shall take the oath to keep 
secret the name of the candidates for whom any of 
the voters may have marked his ballot paper in his 
presence as hereinafter required, which oath shall be 
in Form ‘*1.” ' 


29. At the hour fixed for opening the Poll, the 
Returning Officer and the Poll Clerk shall in the 
presence of the candidates, their agents or electors 
as shall be present o|>en the ballot boxes and ascertain 
that there are no ballots or other papers in the same, 
after which the boxes shall be locked and the Returning 
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Officer shall keep the key thereof and shall call upon 
the electors to vote. 

30. All persons whose names are on the voters' voter*, 
list shall be entitled to vote at such elections and no 
other person shall be entitled to vote thereat, and no 
question of qualification shall be raised at any election, 
except to ascertain whether the person tendering his 
vote is the person intended to be designated on the 
voters' list. 

31. Each elector being introduced one at a timevotin* 
into the room where the poll is held shall declare his» 
name, surname and addition, which shall be entered 

in the Poll Book to be kept by the Poll Clerk for that 
purpose, and if the same be found on the voters' list 
he shall receive from the Returning Officer a ballot 
paper, containing the names of the candidates for 
Mayor and the names of the candidates for the Ward 
in which the elector is entitled to vote, on the back of 
which such Returning Officer shall have previously 
put his initials so placed that when the ballot paper 
is folded they can be seen without opening it. 

32. The Returning Officer shall instruct the voter instruction 
how to mark and how to fold his ballot without voer ' 
enquiring or seeing for whom he intends to vote. 

33. The voter on receiving the ballot shall proceed Markin* 
forthwith into a compartment of the Polling Station Bal,ot8 
and there mark his ballot, making a cross (X) with 

a black lead pencil on the ballot paper within the divi- 
sion or if there be more than one to be elected, within 
the divisions containing the name or names of the 
candidate or candidates for whom he intends to vote 
and shall then fold up such ballot paper so that the 
initials on the back can be seen without opening it, 
and hand it to the Returning Officer who shall without 
opening it, being satisfied that his initials are on the 
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same, in the presence of the elector put the same in 
the ballot box ; and any voter may vote for one or more 
of the candidates nominated without voting for all 
of the said candidates nominated. 

Every voter shall vote without delay and quit 
the Polling Station as soon as his ballot paper has 
been put in the ballot box. 

No elector shall be allowed to take his ballot 
paper out of the Polling Station or show the same 
after he has marked it. 

36. The Returning Officer on application of am 
voter who is unable to read or is incapacitated from 
any physical cause from voting as above mentioned, 
shall assist such voter in marking his ballot paper in 
the manner directed by such voter, in the presence of 
the agent or agents of any candidate and of no other 
person and by placing such paper in the ballot box. 
and the Returning Officer shall require the voter 
making such application, before voting, to make oath 
of his incapacity to vote without such assistance in 
the form following:

I solemnly swear (or affirm) that 1 am unable to 
read and to understand the ballot papers so as to mark 
the same, or I am incapacitated by physical cause (as 
the case may be) from voting without the assistance 
of the Returning Officer. 

second Ballot 37. If a person representing himself to be a 
particular voter named on the voters* list, applies for 
a ballot paper after another person has voted as such 
elector, the applicant after taking the oath form “J”

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38. The name of such voter shall be entered on Entry on 
the voters' list and a note made of his having voted voters ,l#t 
on a second ballot paper issued under the same name. 

39. The Clerk shall enter in the Poll Book Rntrie* in ro» 
opposite the name of each elector voting the word 
“Voted" as soon as his ballot paper shall have been 
deposited in the ballot box. *He shall also enter in 

the same book “Sworn" (or affirmed) opposite the 
name of each voter to whom the oath (or affirmation) 
has been administered and the words “Refused to 
swear” or “Refused to affirm" opposite the name of 
each elector who has refused to take the oath or to 
affirm. 


40. No voter having once refused to take any oath voter refnsing 
or affirmation required by this Act, when requested to toquaI,fy 

do so, shall receive a ballot paper or be allowed to vote, 
or to be again admitted to the Polling Station, nor 
shall any person be allowed to vote or be admitted to 
the Polling Station who has taken his ballot paper out 
of the Polling Station or has shown the same after he 
has marked it so that the name or names of the 
candidate or candidates for whom he has voted may 
be known. 

41. A voter who has inadvertently dealt with the Voter sytoiliiiK 
ballot paper given him so that the same cannot be a 
conveniently used may on delivering the same to the

42. Immediately after the close of the Poll, the Counting 
Returning Officer in the presence of the Poll Clerk balIots ' 
and the candidates or their agents or in their absence 

in the presence of any other electors present shall 
open the ballot boxes and proceed to count the number 
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of votes given for each candidate. In doing so he 
shall reject: 

(a) All ballot papers which have not been 
supplied by him and have not his initials on the back, 
(b) All those by which votes have been given for 
more candidates than are to be elected, (c) All those 
upon which there is any writing or mark or which 
have been tom, defaced, or otherwise dealt with by 
the voter by which he could be identified. 

43. The ballot papers having been counted and a 
list kept of the number of votes given to each 
candidate and of the number of rejected ballot papers, 
all the ballot papers indicating the votes given for 
each candidate shall be put into one envelope or parcel, 
and those rejected and those spoiled and those un tsed 
shall be put into different envelopes or parcels and 
those parcels being endorsed so as to indicate the 
contents shall together with the list of the number of 
votes given to each candidate be put back into the 
box. 


44. The Returning Officer shall take a note and 
decide all objections to any ballot papers found in the 
ballot box and such decisions shall be final. 

45. The Returning Officer and Poll Clerk shall 
respectively take oaths in forms “K” and “L” and 
annex the same to his return of the result of the said 
election. 


46. The Returning Officer shall on request deliver 
to each of the candidates, their agents and in their 
absence to the electors present, representing the 
candidates, a certificate of the number of votes given 
for each candidate and the number of rejected ballots. 

47. The Returning Officer whether otherwise 
qualified or not, shall give a casting vote in such cases 
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where a casting vote may be necessary to determine 
the election of a Mayor or Councillor or any of them, 
but in no other case shall he have the right to vote. 

48. The Returning Officer shall forthwith after 
the day of such election transmit his return in form 
*'M” to the Town Clerk endorsed in the warrant under 
which said election was held that the candidate having 
the greatest number of votes for the office of Mayor 
has been duly elected and that the candidate or candi- 
dates as the case may be having the greatest number 
of votes for the office of Councillor has been decided, 
which return shall be conclusive evidence of the due 
election of the person or persons therein returned 
elected and the regularity and happening of every 
prerequisite necessary to the holding of such election. 

49. The Returning Officer shall also transmit to Return of bai 
the Town Clerk with his return, the ballot papers in other 
separate packages aforesaid, the ballot box and the 

voters’ list and poll book and any other lists and 
documents used and required at such election or given 
to him by the Town Clerk. 

50. The Returning Officer holding any such Returning 
election shall be and may be deemed a Justice of the ®® c p r dccmed 
Peace for the Town of Montague on that occasion. 

51. No election shall be declared invalid by reason Error nol to 
of non-compliance with the provisions contained in inva,idat «- 
this Act as to the taking of the Poll or the counting 

of the votes or by reason of any want of qualification 
of the person signing a nomination paper or of any 
mistake in the use of the form contained in the 
Schedules of this Act, if it appears to any tribunal 
having cognizance of the question that the election 
was conducted in accordance with the principles laid 
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down in this Act and that such non-compliance or 
mistake did not affect the result of the election.

Neglect or 55. If any person duly elected a member of the 
re uni Council shall neglect or refuse to accept the same or 

to take the oath of office as herein provided within 
ten days after such election or if any such person shall 
die or become disqualified or resign, the Council shall 
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cause a new election to be held to fill such vacancy and 
shall within ten days after such vacancy shall have 
happened direct the Town Clerk to give public notice 
of such election and such election shall be held in the 
manner hereinbefore provided for elections under this 
Act.

the number of Councillors. 

60. The Mayor shall preside and in case of his Chairman . 
absence such Councillor shall preside as the majority 
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of Councillors present shall chose Chairman of such 
meeting; and in case of equality of votes only the 
Mayor (or presiding Councillor) shall have a casting 
vote. 


61. It shall be the duty of the Town Clerk at 
all meetings of the Council to keep a record of the 
proceedings in a book to be kept for that purpose, m 
which he shall enter the names of the members who 
shall be present at the opening or during the continu 
ance of such meetings, which minutes shall be signed 
by the Mayor or Councillor presiding at such meeting, 
and shall be open to the inspection of all persons 
qualified to vote at the election of Mayor and Council- 
lors. 


63. It shall be lawful for the Council to appoint 
from out of the members comprising such Council

letters and papers relating to the accounts and contracts 
of the Town, its revenues and expenditures, debt 
and fiscal affairs and he shall annually prepare a full 
and accurate report of the financial condition of the 
Town and when required shall furnish the Mayor and 
any Committee of the Council with abstracts from 
any book of account, records, vouchers, or documents 
in his office, or any information in relation to anything 
•pertaining to his office or to the revenue^ of the Town 
and the book containing the said accounts with all 
vouchers and papers relating thereto shall in the first 
week of every month be submitted to the Auditor 
whose duty it shall be to audit the same, and the Town 
Clerk shall at all times permit the Mayor or any 
Councillor to examine any books, papers or documents 
in his office. 
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68. The Town Clerk shall, at least thirty days Voters’ list 
before election day, prepare a preliminary list of 
voters, which said list shall be so made out that the 
name of each elector shall appear in the Ward in 
which he resides, except tfte names of non-resident 
voters which shall appear in the Ward in which their 
property is located and which shall contain and be . 
made up of the names of : (a) All persons, males or 
females, (being a widow or unmarried) of the age 
of twenty-one years and upwards, being British sub- 
jects and residents or non-residents of said Town, 
who have been assessed in the assessment books and 
lists next previous to the election about to be held upon 
the property in said Town of the assessed value of 
one hundred dollars and upwards, (b) Every male

(a) It shall have perpetual succession and a 
common seal, with power to change the same at 
pleasure. It shall have power to receive, hold, store, 
preserve, pickle, sell or otherwise dispose of all eggs 
and poultry products submitted by its members. 
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(b) It shall have power to own, hold, import, 
buy, sell or otherwise dispose of such grains, feeds, 
apparatus, equipment and supplies, as shall from time 
to time be required by its members. 

(c) The Secretary of the Association shall 
have power on behalf of the officers to borrow money 
from time to time from any bank upon the credit of 
the Association in such amounts as they deem proper, 
and by way of overdraft or otherwise. 

(d) Any promissory notes or other negotiable 
paper (including renewals thereof in whole or hi 
part) signed on behalf of the Association by the . 
Secretary or other officer* or officers, authorized to 
sign negotiable instruments on its behalf, and grant d 
to any bank, for the moneys so borrowed, and interest 
thereon as may be agreed upon, shall be binding upon 
the Association. 

(e) The Officers may from time to time if they 
see fit so to do grant securities by way of mortgr 
hypothecation or pledge, covering all or any of the 
property and assets of the Association as security ‘or 
all or any moneys borrowed by the Association from 
any bank or any indebtedness of the Association to 
such bank and all such securities shall be valid and 
binding upon the Association if signed by any of the 
officers authorized to sign negotiable instruments on 
behalf of the Association. 

(f) The Directors may from time to time author- 
ize any officer or officers of the Association to make 
arrangements with any bank with reference to 
moneys from time to time to be borrowed as afore- 
said, and as to the terms and conditions of the loan 
thereof and as to the securities to be given therefor, 
and every such officer shall have authority from tir.c 
to time to vary or modify such arrangements, terms, 
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and conditions, and to give additional security 
any moneys remaining due. 

(g) All contracts, deeds, grants, assurances an<* 
documents, reasonably required by any bank or it' 
counsel for all or any of the purposes aforesaid shall 
be executed and carried into effect by the proper 
officers of the Association, and when necessary* the* 
seal of the Association shall be affixed thereto. 

6. The Association shall have no share capital, 
but shall create a Fund, to be not less than $15,000, 
nor more than $50,000. 

(a) A part or all of the Fund may be invested in 
such lands, buildings, property, and equipment as may 
be necessary to carry on the business of the Associa- 
tion. 

(b) The Association may supplement its funds by 
means of collateral notes which shall be furnished by 
each Egg Circle as required. 

The Association shall not declare dividends nor 
use accumulate profits, but such funds as may accumulate 

from time to time shall be distributed among the total 
membership according to by-law. 

Membership. 8. The members of the Association shall consist 
of all persons who have been granted the regular 
Membership Certificate of the Association. Mem- 
bership so granted shall be continuous until the 
Secretary of the Association shall have received in 
writing, the resignation of the member. 

(a) Every resigning emmber shall be liable for 
his pro-rata share of any liability which may be 
incurred by the Association during that year. 
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9 . For all the purposes of the Association the Branches 
members thereof shall be grouped into separate 
branches to be known as Egg Circles, which shall be 
designated by number. The individual members in 
each Circle shall also be designated by number. Egg 
Circles shall be organized in all districts where it is 
considered practicable by the Executive of the 
Association. 

(a) When an Egg Circle Organization is approv- 
ed of by the Executive of the Association and regis- 
tered on the books of the Association it shall have the 
full power of a separate corporation under the 
provisions of this Act and under the regulations of 
the Association.

(Assented to April 26th, 1917) 

ereau bit TIT HEREAS the Right Reverend Bernard Donald 
▼ T McDonald, Roman Catholic Bishop of Charlotte- 
town, now deceased, did on the seventeenth day of 
January, one thousand eight hundred and fifty-five, 
open and establish in the Royalty of Charlottetown, 
in Queen’s County, an institution commonly known 
as St. Dunstan’s College, and whereas the Legislature 
of the Province of Prince Edward Island did on the 
twenty-ninth day of April, one thousand eight 
hundred and sixty-one constitute and declare “The 
Trustees of St. Dunstan’s College” a body corporate 
and politic with perpetual succession and a common 
seal for the purpose of carrying on thfc work of the 
said St. Dunstan’s College, and whereas with the 
lapse of time the vacancies occuring on the Board of 
Trustees of the said St. Dunstan’s College, have not 
been properly filled in accordance with the provisions 
of Section V. of “An Act to incorporate the Trustees 
of St. Dunstan’s College ” in Queen’s County, and for 
other purposes mentioned therein ; therefore in order 
to re-constitute the body politic and corporate under 
the new name of the Board of Governors of St. 
Dunstan’s University. 

BE IT THEREFORE ENACTED by the 
Lieutenant Governor and Legislative Assembly of 
the Province of Prince Edward Island as follows: 
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1 . The Right Reverend Henry J. O’Leary, D.D. , incorporation. 
Bishop of the Diocese of Charlottetown in Prince 
Edward Island and his successors in office, canonically 
appointed, together with the Reverend Gregory J. 

McLellan, D.D., President, Rector of the said St. 

Dunstan’s College, the Very Reverend J. C. McLean 

of Summerside, Parish Priest, the Reverend J. 

Chaisson, D.D. of Rustico, Parish Priest, the Reverend 
P. D. McGuigan of Vernon River, Parish Priest, the 
Reverend A. P. McLellan of St. Andrew’s, Parish 
Priest, the Honorable Sir Charles Dalton of Char- 
lottetown, Peter Conroy of Charlottetown, Doctor of 
Medicine, Mr. J. «J. Hughes, M.P. of Souris, mer- 
chant, all in the Province of Prince Edward Island 
and their successors, appointed or elected in accord- 
ance with this Act, are hereby constituted a body 
politic and corporate by the name of “Governors of 
St. Dunstan’s University, Prince Edward Island” and

The said faculty may under the direction 
or with the consent of the corporation, organize 1 , 
establish, and maintain such other faculties of 
instruction as the members of the said faculty or a 
majority of them, shall or may deem it advantageous 
or desirable to have in, or in connection with the said 
University and may consolidate or 'affiliate with the 
said University any other ^ collegiate or academical 
institution, or any technical, secondary, preparatory 
or other school or schools, whatsoever. 


15. The said corporation shall carry 6n and Department* 
maintain any and all schools now or lately carried on tion,°etc atn * n 
in, or in connection with, said University, and may 
at the request of, said faculty or a majority of its 
members, establish such new departments and, 
schools, collegiate, academical, technical, secondary 
and preparatory, as the said faculty or a majority of 
its members, or. the said corporation or a majority of 
its members may or shall deem necessary, desirable 
or advantageous in said University or in connection 
therewith, and . said corporation may at any time 
organize and establish any new faculty or faculties 
whatsoever in said University or in connection there- 
with, and may instruct and require the said faculty 
to make all such arrangements in the internal affairs 
of the University as may be necessary to that end^ 
and also may and shall at the request of the said 
Bishop of Charlottetown and the said faculty organ- 
ize and establish or aid in organizing and establishing 
such new courses of study, literary, scientific and 
technical (including “Summer Schools” so-called, and 
“University Extension” Courses of Instruction) as 
may be deemed feasible for or advantageous to said 
University and its present or future students. The

Dunstan’s College or “The University of St. Dun 
stan’s College,” or “The Governors of St. Dunstan’s 
College” or “The University at St. Dunstan’s” or 
any name or names, or words, apparently intended to 
refer to and to mean the said board or the said 
University.

Webb, Alex S. Palmer 
and William H. Dennis and all such persons as arc 
now or shall hereafter become proprietors of shares 
in the Company or undertaking hereby incorporated

Public Hall Company, Limited,” and by that nan it* 
shall and may sue and be sued and have perpetual 
succession. 

2. The said Company shall and may take, purchase 
and hold any lands or real estate in fee simple or 
otherwise and also rents, moneys, securities for 
money, goods and chattels whatsoever and may sell, 
let, demise, exchange or mortgage the same : Provided 
that the said Company shall not at any time hold or 
possess real estate to a greater value than six thousand 
dollars and that the Directors of the said Company 
shall not sell or mortgage the same without having 
first obtained a two-thirds vote of the shareholders 
present at the said meeting holding at least two-thirds 
of the subscribed capital stock of the Company at an 
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annual or special meeting of the Company to authorize 
such sale or mortgage.

(Assented to April 26th, 1917) 

B E IT ENACTED by the Lieutenant Governor 
and Legislative Assembly of the Province of 
Prince Edward Island as follows : 

I. That Rev. S.J. McDonald, Wm. M. Dodd, Jame< 
Hopgood, Thomas Doyle, Jessie YV. Lidstone, Frank 
Butler, M. L. Crossman, David Coughlin and all such 
persons as are now and shall hereafter become share- 
holders in the Company hereby incorporated, 
shall be and are hereby declared to be a body politic 
and corporate by the name of the “Lot Seven Tele- 
phone Company, Limited/* with a common seal and 
the powers incident co a Corporation by law and the 
head office of the Company shall be at St. Mark’s, Lot 
7, Prince County. 

2 . The objects and purposes of the Company 
shall be and include: the erection, purchase, lease, 
hire, and possession of poles and wire and other 
necessary material for the purpose of maintaining 
and operating a rural telephone line from West Cape 
in Prince County in a north easterly direction via 
the Shore Road to Campbellton, thence via the 
O’Halloran Road to Bloomfield Station, also Gra- 
ham’s Road and Gaspe Road to within one mile of 
O’Leary Station, with branches via Naveau to M. L. 
Crossman’s and William Riley’s, and via Haliburton 
Road and Doyle Road to the Estate of the late Alex. 
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MacDonald and via Dock Road to George MacDoug- 
all’s, a distance of 26 miles more or less with privil- 
ege of extending this line to Miminigash Run by the 
Shore Road from Campbellton, for the private use of 
the shareholders of said corporation in accordance 
with and subject to the terms and conditions of the 
Act of the General Assembly of the said Island, 6 
Edward VII., Cap. 25, Section 6. 

3 - The Capital Stock of the said Company shall capital 
be five hundred dollars divided into shares of $5.00 
each, and the Company may from time to time 
increase the amount of *aid Capital Stock to an

the Directors, such sum not -to exceed $25.00. 
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CHAPTER 29 

An Act to Incorporate the Mount Herbert 
Silver Black and Patch Fox Com- 
pany, Limited. 

(Assented to April 26th, 1917) 

B E IT ENACTED by the Lieutenant Governor 
and Legislative Assembly of the Province of 
Prince Edward Island as follows: 

1. “ That William J. McEachern of Mount Albion incorporation, 
in the Province of Prince Edward Island, merchant: 

Pope Noy of Hazelbrook in the said Province, farmer ; 

George Ballum of Lot Forty-eight in the said prov- 
ince, farmer; Henry Wood of Mount Herbert in the 
said province, farmer ; Cecil Wood, Mt. Herbert ; in the 
said province, farmer; Ernest Lund of Bethel in the 
said province, farmer; and John MacDonald of 
Johnston’s River in the said province, farmer, and 
every such person or persons as shall from time to 
time become proprietors in the corporation hereby 
established, their successors and assigns, shall be and 
they are hereby constituted and declared to be a body 
corporate and politic by the name of “The Mount 
Herbert Silver Black and Patch Fox Company, 

Limited,” with a common seal and may sue and be 
sued in any Court or Courts of Law or Equity and 
with all powers made incidental to a corporation by 
law and hereinafter referred to as “The Company.” 

2. The Company shall have power and authority : Powers of 

Company - 

(a) To carry on all or any of the business of 
acquiring, owning, breeding, importing, raising, 
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buying, exporting or otherwise disposing of foxes anti 
fur bearing animals of every sort and description. 

(b) To import, export, buy, sell, deal in, trade, 
prepare and cure the skins, hides and pelts of fur - 
bearing animals of every sort and description. 

(c) To purchase and sell or otherwise dispose o: 
options on foxes of all flinds and on all kinds of wild 
and domestic animals. 

(d) To keep, board, care for and maintain foxes 
and other fur-bearing animals belonging to other 
corporations and to individuals on the shares or 
otherwise as the Company shall think fit. 

(e) To acquire and dispose of patent rights, trade 
marks and trade processes, secret or otherwise, in am 
way relating to such business. 

(f) To amalgamate with any other Company or 
corporation. 

(g) To purchase, own, hold, lease, acquire, 
mortgage, sell or otherwise dispose of personal prop- 
erty and real estate in Prince Edward Island. 

(h) To take mortgages, judgments, chattel 
mortgages, promissory notes, bills of exchange or any 
other securities to the Company to secure the purchase 
money of land and of all kinds and varieties of foxes 
and other fur-bearing animals and the skins thereof 
and other chattels, and to secure amounts due the 
Company on promissory notes, bills of exchange, 
book accounts or for any other debts or securities 
held by or due the Company and to exercise all the 
powers incident to and necessary to realize on such 
securities. 

(i) To invest moneys of the Company on bonds, 
mortgages, judgments or other securities including 
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stock in any incorporated Company in Prince Edward 
Island. 

(j) In connection with the foregoing to have all 
the powers, rights, franchises and privileges that # t 
private individual would possess and enjoy. 

3. The chief place of business of the Compam Head office, 
shall be at Mount Herbert in Queen’s County in 
Prince Edward Island. 

4. The capital stock of the Company shall be capital, 
fifteen thousand dollars divided into three hundred 
shares of fifty dollars each. 

5. All transfers of shares in the Company shall of 

be made on the books of the Company. 

6. When five thousand dollars of such capital commence- 
stock has been subscribed and fully paid up the business. 
Company may begin to do business. 

7. The affairs of the Company shall be managed Director*, 
by a board of five directors who shall be elected at 

the general annual meeting of the shareholders of the 
Company which shall be held at such time and place 
as shall be prescribed by the by-laws of the Company. 

8. The annual meeting of the Company shall beA«nuai 
held on such day in each year as may be determined Mect,n * 
by a by-law of the Company. 

9. The said William J. McEadiem, Pope Noy, provisional 
George Ballum, Henry Wood and Cecil Wood shall Dircctors ' 
be the first or provisional directors of the Company 

and shall remain in office until their successors are 
elected. 

10. The property of the Company alone shall be lability 
liable for the debts and engagements of the Company limited - 
and no shareholder of the Company or his personal 

or separate estate shall be held responsible for any 
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debt, default, engagement or liability of the Company 
beyond the unpaid aniount of his respective shares in 
the capital stock thereof.

1. That William Frank Strong, Major Everett incorporation 
Strong, Harold Palmer Strong, Sarah Millicent 
Strong, Ethel L. Strong and Charles Edward Strong 
and every such person or persons as shall from time 
to time become proprietors of shares in the corpora- 
tion hereby established, their successors and assigns 
shall be and they are hereby constituted and declared to 
be a body corporate and politic b ythe name of “F. W. 

Strong Company, Limited,” with a common seal and 
with all powers made incident to a corporation by law 
and hereinafter referred to as “The Company.” 

2. The Company shall have power and authority : Powers of 

Company, 

(a) To conduct and carry on a general wholesale 
and retail merchantile business in dry goods, hard - 
ware, groceries, boots and shoes, crockery, glassware, 
silverware, furniture, carpets and house furnishings, 
ready-made clothing, hats and caps, jewelry, ladies’ 
and gentlemen’s furnishings, harness, leather and 
leather goods, musical instruments, millinery, farming 
implements, farming machinery, horses, cattle, sheep, 
poultry and other farm stock, grain, potatoes, meat, 
hides and skins, dairy and all other farm products, 
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coal and other mineral products, raw furs and skins, 
lumber, fire wood, timber, and all other products of 
the forest, products of the sea, goods, wares and 
merchandise of every other description as are 
generally kept for sale in a general store and such 
other things as are incidental thereto or connected 
therewith. 

(b) To purchase, own, hold, lease; acquire, con- 
struct, operate, mortgage, sell or otherwise dispose 
of lands and real estate in the Province of Prince 
Edward Island or in the Dominion of Canada. 

(c) To purchase, own, hold, lease, acquire, 
operate, mortgage, sell or otherwise dispose of steam- 
ships, tugs, sailing vessels, boats or ot’ner marine 
conveyances. 

(d) To take mortgages, judgments, chattel 
mortgages, promissory notes or any other security to 
the Company to secure the purchase money or 
amounts due the Company on promissory notes, book 
accounts, money loaned or for any other debt or debts 
or securities held by or due to the Company and to 
exercise all the powers incident to and necessary to 
realize on such securities. 

(e) To invest moneys of the Company on 
mortgages, judgments and other securities on real 
estate in the Province of Prince Edward Island. 

(f) To subscribe for, take, hold, and dispose of 
shares in other corporations organized or to be organ- 
ized and the Board of directors is authorized to 
appoint an agent or agents to vote as a shareholder 
or shareholders in relation to the shares so held by 
the Company in such corporation or corporations. 

(g) In connection with the foregoing to have all 
the rights, powers, franchises and privileges that a 
private individual would possess and enjoy. 
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3. The chief place of business of the Company 
shall be in the Town of Summerside in Prince County 
in the Province of Prince Edward Island. 

4. The Company is authorized to establish one or 
more branch place or places of business in any city, 
town, village, or place within the Province of Prince 
Edward Island necessary or incidental to any of the 
purposes for which the Company is incorporated. 

5. No liability shall attach to any of the directors 
for any loan which shall be made by the said Company 
to any of its shareholders. 

6 . The affairs of the Company shall be managed 
by six directors. 

7. The first six persons named in the first section 
of this Act are constituted provisional directors of 
the Company. 

8 . The capital stock of the Company hereby 
incorporated shall be forty thousand dollars, said

9. When twenty thousand dollars of said stock 
has been subscribed and fully paid up either in money 
or by transfer to the Company of any lands, merch- 
andise or any real or personal property, the Company 
may begin operations and do business under its cor- 
porate name. 

10 . No member or director or shareholder of the 
Company shall be liable in his person or separate 
estate for the debts or liabilities of the Company to a 
greater amount in the whole than the amount of the 
stock held by him deducting therefrom the amount 
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actually paid on account of such stock, unless he shall 
have rendered himself liable for a greater sum by 
becoming surety for the debts of the Company.
